The Jug End project has been subject to review 
under the Massachusetts Environmental Policy 


Act (MEPA). The review involved a preliminary 
evaluation of environmental impacts with the 
filing of an Environmental Notification Form 
(ENF) followed by a more detailed draft 
Environmental Impact Report (EIR). 


-DEM/DFW submitted an ENF for both the 
environmental clean-up and reuse of the Jug 
End SR-WMA on June 30, 1995. In response 
to the ENF, the MEPA Unit received over forty 
comment letters from local individuals and 
~ organizations. 

On September 21, 1995, Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Trudy Coxe gave DEM/DFW approval 
to proceed with the environmental clean-up and 
building demolition at the Jug End SR-WMA. 


In her decision, Secretary Coxe required the

HISTORIC CURATORSHIP PROGRAM 


In late July, DEM will be inviting interested 
individuals and organizations to submit 
proposals for the rehabilitation, adaptive reuse 
and lease of the Guilder Farm Complex. The 
Guilder Farm Complex is one of twenty-eight 
vacant or underutilized historic properties 
available for lease under DEM’s Historic 
Curatorship Program. Under the Historic 
Curatorship Program, DEM will offer a long 
term lease with a "Curator/Tenant" in return for 
their investment ir the reuse, rehabilitation, and 
maintenance of the _ property. The 
"Curator/Tenant” is selected through an open 
and competitive request for proposal process. 


The curatorship at the Jug End SR-WMA will - 


include three parcels: the Guilder Homestead 
including the Guilder farmhouse, annex, 


- gatehouse and barn; the May House; and the . 


Trail House. While these parcels will be 
available for curatorship under separate leases, 
the Department welcomes proposals on all of 
the buildings at the site in any combination. 


Request for Proposal packages for each parcel 
will be available to interested parties and will 
outline submittal requirements. Each proposal 
must detail the reuse concept, approach to the 
rehabilitation as well as financial and other 


- qualifications for tenancy. A successful reuse 


concept must be compatible with the historic 
values of the property and with the 


Management Plan for the Jug End SR-WMA.. 


DEM/DFW are especially interested in proposals 
that provide a public benefit or enhance the 
state management of the Reservation. 


In-conjunction with the curatorship at-the Jug 
End SR-WMA, DEM has undertaken stabiliza- 
tion work on several of the buildings at the 
Guilder Homestead. The recent repair work on 
the Guilder farmhouse and barn included the 
removal of asbestos roof shingles. The 
farmhouse roof was replaced with asphalt 
shingles and the soffits and fascia were 
restored. The extremely deteriorated west 
wing, which formerly housed a kitchen, was 


_ removed and the west wall of the original 


farmhouse was rebuilt and resided. The roof of 
the- Guilder barn was reframed and replaced 
with new asphalt shingles.
